Arrival/Debarkation: Allow 3 hours for customs and immigration formalities at debarkation. 
Travel Documents: US. and Canadian citizens must be able to prove citizenship to Mexican 
authorities by providing a vatid passport or certified birth certificate upon entering the country. 
Adrivers license or voter's registration card is not considered proof of citizenship. A Mexican 
tourist card will be provided by Admiral Cruises, inc. with final documentation. Citizens of other 
countries should check with their travel agent to carefully verify what documentation require- 
ments might exist.
